TOPIC presents the results of incorporating talent, determination 
and money for WORKSHOPS FOR CAREERS IN THE ARTS on Sunday, August 11 

at 10:30 a.m. on WRC-TV, channel 4. 

"H. S. WORKSHOPS" is the result of an idea to establish a place 
where talented High School students could receive instruction in 
Drama, Dance, and the Fine Arts without being inhibited by lack of 
money. Students from all parts of the city and the surrounding suburbs 
are enrolled in the eleven week, integrated program based at the 
George Washington University. Featured on TOPIC are the early results 
of the classroom sessions of professional instruction in the Arts. 

Miss Peggy Cooper, originator of the program, will act as moderator 
and will be joined by the workshop coordinators in an explanation of 
the program's aims. Drama and Dance students are the focal point of 
the program as they interpret original poetry that was written in the 
Drama workshop. The students' appearance on TOPIC, WRC-TV, is the 
first of many public appearances that will culminate with a field 
trip to New York City for a performance before members of HARYOU.

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GW TO ENFORCE ANTI-DISCRIMINATION RULING 

Fraternities and sororities at the George Washington University will have to 
comply with the university's new anti-discrimination ruling, according to GW Vice- 
President for Student Affairs William P. Smith. 

Smith has notified national and local greek presidents that GW's Human 
Relations Act, passed in May, stipulates that no group cr organization shall be 
recognized if any provision in the constitution, by-laws or policy of the national 
or local organization "restricts membership according to race, religion or 
national orgin." 

The Act was passed by the University's Committee on Student life and approved 
by GW President Lloyd H. Elliott. 

Preceding this action. President Elliott had issued a statement in February 
prohibiting the recognition or support of any campus organization that does not 

provide "continued assurance of non-discrimination in membership practices and 
in intent." 

It is to these instruments of anti-discrimination that the recognized campus 
organizations need to address themselves, said Smith. 

He explained that the university would be acting to enforce the GW policy and

regulations, not just the 1964 Civil Rights Act. A few groups had claimed that 
greek organizations were exempt from compliance with the Civil Rights Act which 
prohibits federal educational funds to those schools who allow the practice cf 
racial, religious or ethnic discrimination in various aspects of their operations. 
University sponsored and recognized activities are included. 

The university's Deans of Men and Women, Paul R. Sherburne and Marianne Phelps 
are assigned to work with alumni and national chapters in regard to questions on the 
Human Relations Act. 

The Deans of Men and Women will also consult with the GW Interfraternity 
Council and the scrorities's corresponding group, the Panhellenic Council, 
respectively, to insure that each group understands and implements the Human 
Relations Act. 
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HIGH SCHOOL STUDENTS DO WELL 
IN COLLEGE COURSES AT GWU 

Examinations show that bright high school students can do well in college courses. 
Grades have just been released following The George Washington University s first 
national secondary school honors program. 


Ninety-one high school students, 45 boys and 46 girls, took courses in a wide 
variety of subjects during George Washington's first summer session. They were 
in regular college classes, with regular college students in the majority. 

Forty-five of the high school students received A's. There were 206 A's 
earned in the courses they took. The high school students received 21.3% of the 
A's awarded. Sixty-three of the students received B's out of 338 B's given in 
their classes, or 18.6%. They received 44 C's out of 277, or 19.3% of the total. 
There were six D's out of 55 given, or 10.9%. Only one of the students received a 
failing grade of F, which was one of 35 F's, or 2.8%. 

Students took courses in 23 departments ranging from chemistry and physics 
through political science and religion to statistics, engineering, philosophy, 
anthropology, psychology, calculus, and the Russian language. 

The program, first offered by George Washington last year on a limited basis, to 
high school students in D.C., Maryland, Virginia, gives outstanding secondary 
school students, at the end of their junior years, the opportunity for college 
work. If a student receives a grade of A, B, or C, he can apply the credit earned 
toward a degree if he enrolls at George Washington, or he can transfer the credit 
if he attends another university. 
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GWU, HIGH SCHOOL STUDENTS DO WELL IN COLLEGE COURSES 

While conventions and meetings in Washington were cancelled as a result of events 
in April, 60 high school students came to GW in June from 15 states to live in the 
university's Thurston Hall and participate in the cultural and recreational program 
planned to fill the students' time outside the classroom. Thirty-one of the 
students came from the District of Columbia, Maryland and Virginia. States 
represented by the 60 dormitory residents were: Arizona, California, Colorado, 
Delaware, Florida, Illinois, Indiana, Missouri, New Jersey, Utah, Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, and New York. 

Students who stayed in the dormitory were required to take two courses. Those 
living at home were given the choice of taking one course or two. Eleven students 
have continued their studies in the second summer session. 

Dormitory experience was thought to be as valuable by the high school students 
as their classroom work. 

Professors' comments were generally favorable, including such remarks as these: 
"Several were extraordinarily good, I was pleased to see how caught up they were 
in it....They haven't picked up the college attitude of boredom yet, delightful 

They had a real good attitude-They're real sharp kids....Their performance 

was better than some regular college students....Some are not as reflective and 
critical as college students-They are a refreshing addition to my classes."

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STUDENTS IN GW'S SUMMER WORKSHOP 
TO VISIT, PERFORM IN NEW YORK CITY 

Seventy students from George Washington University's summer program, 
"Workshop for Careers in the Arts" will visit New York City Monday, August 19 
through Wednesday, Aug 21. The group, led by the program's director. Miss 
Peggy Cooper, will stay at New York University and will perform in Harlem as 
well as visiting galleries and theatres in the city. 

Participants in all three classes of the workshop, dance, drama and art, 
will travel to New York. While the drama and dance students are rehearsing for 
their performance, the artists will visit galleries. 

On Monday evening, the drama and dance students of the workshop will 
perform for HARYOU, a program which coordinates cultural activities for youth 
in New York. Tuesday, the group will visit Radio City Music Hall and see the 
current show. Tuesday evening they will see "The Song of the Lusitanian Bogy," 
an off-broadway production by a Negro ensemble. Wednesday's schedule includes 
the performance of "The Prime of Miss Jean Brodie," at The Helen Hayes Theatre. 
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NEGRO SCHOLAR APPOINTED PROFESSOR AT GW 

A noted Negro scholar. Jay Saunders Redding has been appointed to a profes¬ 
sorship of American History and Civilization at The George Washington University, 
where he will teach the University's first course on the Negro in American History. 

Professor Redding will begin his teaching assignment at GW in January, 1969, 
and will teach courses in the Department of History as well as courses for the 
University's American Studies Program. 

For the latter, he will take over a course for seniors that deals with urban 
problems and characteristics. 

According to the History Department, the new courses are the beginning of the 
development of a program of both undergraduate and graduate study devoted to 'the 
meaningful identification of a continuing Negro culture in the United States." 

Dr. Redding served as Professor of Literature at Hampton Institute from 1943 
to 1966, and is currently director of the Division of Research and Publications of 
the National Endowment for the Humanities. 

A Phi Beta Kappa scholar and graduate of Brown University in Providence, R.I., 
Professor Redding has written several books on racial attitudes, including No Day 
of Triumph , To Mak e A Poet Black, They Came in Chains, On Bcing__A _Negro in A merica , 
and The Lonesome Road . His latest book. The Negro , was published in the fall of 
last year.

PLANNING PROGRAM' RECEIVES DEPARTMENT STATUS 

The urban and regional planning program at The George Washington University 
has been given department status unler the GW School of Government and Business 
Administration. 

The department chairman will be Professor Dorn C. McGrath, Jr., currently 
director of the Division of Metropolitan Area Analysis in the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development of the federal government. 

Mr. McGrath is a graduate of Dartmouth College and holds the degree of 
Master in City Planning from Harvard University. He has served as visiting 
critic and lecturer in city planning and urban renewal at the Harvard Graduate 
School of Design. 

In addition to offering a core curriculum of planning courses and studio 
work, the new GW program will draw upon the resources of the University's course 
offerings in government, public administration and political science, as well as 
those in sociology, geography, and law. 

The two-year program in the department will lead to a masters degree in urban 
and regional planning, and is aimed at preparing students for professional careers 
in planning at federal, state, metropolitan and local government levels and for 
private practice. 

Prior to the formation of the department, GWU offered graduate courses in 
city and regional planning in collaboration with the Virginia Polytechnic 
Institute. Both schools will have full time faculty members teaching in the new

CREDIT COURSES FOR WOMEN 


For the third consecutive year, George Washington University's College of 
General Studies will offer selected courses in its Continuing Education for Women 

Program at locations convenient for women who wish to begin or resume their 
college education. 

Held at area churches and community organization centers in the District 
of Columbia, Maryland and Virginia, the classes are offered on a credit basis. 

The credits may be either applied for degree candidacy at GW or transferred to 
other colleges throughout the United States. 

According to Ruth H. Osborne, director of the program, the current emphasis 
on continuing education for women stems from their need to enrich their everyday 
life, gain a sense of personal growth, participate more effectively as community 
workers, update their education, prepare for new careers, or make decisions as 
citizens based upon knowledge from many disciplines. 

The courses will be taught by regular university faculty members of 
selected individuals of recognized academic and professional competence. A 
sampling of the over two dozen courses offered includes "Introduction to Political 

Science," Psychological Tests," "Society and the School," "Children's Literature,' 
and "Adolescent Behavior." 

Each course earns three semester hours of credit and will meet for two- 
and-one-half hours once a week for 15 weeks. Fall classes begin Sept. 23. For 
additional information, call 676-7037. 
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
